REMARKS 

A telephonic interview was conducted on January 22, 2008 between Applicant's 
representative, Andrew J. Taska, and Examiner Monique M. Wills of the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office. 

During the interview, Applicant's representative pointed out that at least FIGS. 2A and 
2B of the originally filed specification adequately support the recitation "wherein said 
opening/closing member is configured to cover said oxidizing agent electrode by changing its 
shape to close said oxidizing agent supply path," in claim 10. Applicant's representative also 
suggested that claim 10 could be amended to recite "wherein said opening/closing member is 
configured to cover said oxidizing agent electrode by changing its shape to close said oxidizing 
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agent supply path," and that such amendments would satisfy the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 
112. 

The Examiner was initially receptive to the above arguments but requested that Applicant 
submit such arguments in a formal response for full consideration. No agreement was reached 
regarding the immediate allowability of the pending claims. 

No exhibits or demonstrations were provided.
